Soviet newspapers today carried the 
full ic\t of the sentence on Wvnnc and 
Penkovsky. /Vm Jti. the Sovi-i Communist 
Party new « •'.a pet. devoted almost the whole 
of its hack page to the fin i! day of the 
five-day Inal, Red Slur, the Soviet Defence 
Ministry- ncwM'anrf. said in a te-’ding 
art clc that worker* of towns and villages 
and warriort ot the Army and Navy unani- 
motrh hail a nist sentence. 

Ki'tJ Sitir add ’d: “ Vigilance has always 
been our powerful wennon in the struyilc 
uginsl the intrigues of the imperialist beast 
of nrev. Let this weapon never become 
blunted, let it mercilessly defeat our 
encm es Comrades, he more vigilant." 

Mrs. Wynne was not in court yesterday 
vben sentence wa> passed. Her way was 
arred hy the crowd thronging th- court* 
cent entrance. nut she was given a copy 
'f the judgment in n small downstairs 
nom >n the court building. 

It took General II wisnricbsky, pres dent 
‘ the court, about 2U minutes to read the 
dgntrnt. Flood 1 ghts sweat the <cvne for 
ev.«ion cameras as he sat in his central 
rh-backeJ chair in front ol a 4ft. -wide 
Ided hammer and sickle cm! of arms, 
he courtroom was packed with stand n* 
>ccthtors 

When Wvnnc's sentence was given, there 
ere murmurs from some spectators of 
ton hill-- ton little ** 

The sen ‘cnee included the confiscation of 
Wynne's " valuah'cs “. The " valuables ** 

• had with him at the time of his arrest 
eluded the car which lie drove In Hungary 
st October 

As his rentcncc was heina read the Itntnn 
jned forward intently listening to his 
mslntor. lie showed no perceptible 
noiion. 

His sentence compares w*ith 10 years 
ictcd out In the LI 2 pilot Gary Powers, 
ho also was given the first three years in 
•bon. Powers was exchanged for the 
viet spy. Colonel Rudolph Abel, after 
•ving only two years. 

APPLAUSE IN COURT 

When the death sentence was pronounced 

• Penkovsky the courtroom erupted into 
plairc ard cheers. During this time 
nkovsky flushed, opened his mouth ncr- 
usly. hut otherwise remained outwardly 
attS»ive. 

The court ordered that his personal nro- 
i|v be omfiscahed, ,md that he l>e deprived 
his military rank of colonel and his five 
orders or medals. 

A security u'liccr entered the dock from 
the prisoners' room immediately behind it 
as soon ,«s the sentences were pronounced. 
With the security man and the two guards 
who had been in the dock tluough out the 
hearing. Wynne and Penkovsky quickly 
ficnpcd through the small door into the 
prisoners’ room. 

The court added a rider to its judgment 
saying that a group of staff members at 
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The judgment said tb it Penkovsky’s and 
Wynne’s crimes had been fully proved hy 
their own statements and by the material 
found on them when arrested. 

Earlier yesterday, the court, in secret ses- 
sion. heard last pleas by Wynne and Pen- 
kovskv. 

Mr. Borovik said later that Wynne, in 
an appeal for clemency, asked the court 
to " remember my son. my wife, and my 
aged father*’. The day. he said, was the 
eleventh birthday of his son Andrew. ” It 
will he such n shock for my little hoy that 
I am not with him to wish him many happy 
returns.” 

Wynne. Mr. Borovik said, ended his 10- 
luinulc plea by saying that he ’’ very much 
wanted ’’ his aged father to see him back 
in England. 

Speaking calmly, with his words trans- 
lated into Russian phrase hy phrase, he 
began by describing himself as ** an 
honourable businessman who had achieved 
everything he had by his own work, with 
hk own hands. . His only 3im had 
been to work better in order to receive com- 
mendation from the chiefs of the firms 
which hr represented 

Mr. Borovik added: “He said he was 
never a spy and had not intended to be- 
come one and that he did not understand 
it was spying at first. When lie finally 
understood, he wanted to drop it com- 
pletely. They forced him to go on, 
threatened him and blackmailed him. 

** lie said he had not wanted to do it 
and that he will never do it in his life 
again.’* 

NO COMMENT 

After judgment was riven. W\nnc and his 
wife embraced each other in a room on the 
ground floor in the court building. 

Soviet journalists asked Mrs. Wynne if 
she was satisfied with the legal proceed- 
ings. She replied: “ No comment ” Asked 
if she had expected milder punishment, she 
replied (hat she knew nothing about Soviet 
legal procedure nnd deejined again to com- 
ment. 

The Soviet journalists then left the room 
and Mr. and Mrs. Wynne remained, 
watched only by a Soviet official. 

A kha’ i-"nifo-mcd militify wa-der and 
a pla n-clothes guard wearing a red arm- 
band stood on guard outside the room. 

Later, ns Wynne was escorted from the 
room bv two guards. n British journulist 
as'.cd him: ** How a e vm«. Mr. Wynne 7 *’ 
He ~c plied* "Fine, thank you.” 

The Army gun*ds hustled him away 
across the halt and into a li f l. After a few 
minutes’ consultation with her lawyer Mrs. 
Wynne also left the court building and 
drove away with the British Consul. 

Moscow radio in a report on the trial In 
its Home Service news bulletin last night 
said *’ representatives of Moscow’s 
public opinion ’* present In the courtroom 
received the sentences on Wynne and Pen- 
knvsky with ” great satisfaction ”. — 
Reuter. 
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WIFE IN DISCUSSIONS TODAY WITH 
SOVIET LAWYER 


MOSCOW, May 12 

Mil Sheila Wynne is expected to dis- 
cuss with a Soviet lawyer tomorrow the 
terms of an appeal for a reduction in 
sentence which her husband, Grcville 
Wynne, is likely to make to the Presi- 
dium of the Supreme Soviet. 

Wynne, aged 44. was sentenced by the 
Soviet Supreme Court yesterday to eight 
years* detention for espionage— the first 
three years to be served in prison, the 
last five in labour colonies, with a 
“ severe ’* regime. 

The Russian accused with him. Oleg 
Penkovsky. was sentenced to death. If 
there is no revision of the court’s deci- 
sion he will be shot. 

Roth men have the right to appeal for 
clemency. Wynne’s Russian lawyer. Mr. 
Nikolai Borovik, said yesterday that his 
client — the first Briton to be sentenced 
on a spying charge since the early 1V3<)s 
— intends to exercise this right. 

HALF-IIOUR MEETING 

Mrs. Wynne, who (lew out here for the 
trial, has an appointment to see Mr. Boro- 
vik at midday tomorrow Today she 
attended a service in Ihc British Embassy 
and walked in warm sunshine in woods 
near Moscow. 

Yesterday «hc had a half hour meeting 
with tier husband after the court had pro- 
nounced sentence on him. Later Mrs. 
Wynne told reporters that they did not talk 
very much about die .sentence, but about 
*’ personal things’*. Her husband, how- 
ever. joked and said he was not expecting 
” a Timlin's holiday cainp But it would be 
like being hack in the Army **. 

“ He mkes about these things, yosi know**, 
Mrs. Wynne added. ” He it very light- 
hearted.’* 

She said that her husband was ** remark 
ablv cheerful nnd reasonably fit but had 
lost a lot of weight He gave her a list of 
things he wanted sent not — including 
newspnners, periodicals, and mu-making 
materials. 

It is thought that Mrs. Wynne will he able 
to sec her husband once, and possibly twice, 
more. 

The Soviet criminal code provides for a 
wife to be able to spend a week or a fort- 
night with her husband — but only when he 
is serving his sentence in a labour colony. 

Wynne’s sentence dales from November 
3 last year — the day after he was arrested 
in Budapest 


the Brj(i<3b nnd United States Embassies, 
using their official] position, had aided Pen- 
koysky and Wynne in their espionage acti- 
vities. This was conirary to the rule* of 
intermitionai law and Ihc status of diplo- 
matic staff and should be brought to the 
notice of the Soviet Foreign Minister so 
that appropriate measures could be taken.

T1IE JUDGMENT 

In his judgment. General Borisoglebsky 
said that Pcnsov«ky, ” hot raying his home- 
land ”. had bcctwnc filled with a strong 
desire to serve Anglo-American intelli- 
gence. 

He quoted from an alleged letter to 
espionage chiefs in Use wcsi from the 
accused Rusriin. starting: “ My dear 

friends ”, and coding *‘ I press your hands 
Ttrongly. Many thanks for your concern 
for me **. 

He described Penkovsky as immoral 
. . . without intellectual interest ” and said 
he had an “anti-Soviet altitude 
The judgment detailed the series of 
meetings which ihc two accused had spoken 
about in their evidence and said that 
Wynne had acted as go-between in 
Moscow. Paris and London, enabling Pen- 
kovsky to pars ** state and military secrets 
of the U.S.S.R **. (According tn evidence 
this included information on rockets, the 
Soviet armed forces and prepare lions for 
a German peace treaty.)
